STATUE AT CTY HALL 
SMASHED BY TABLET 


; 


Plaster Replica of State Memo- 
rial Broken When Heavy 
Bronze Plate Falls. 


The memorial tablet to the St. 
Louis dead in the World War, hung 
on’ the stairway in the rotunda of 
City Hall, broke trum its moor- 
ings today and, falling forward, 
knocked down the plaster of Paris 
replica of a bronze statue sculptured 
by Mrs. Nancy Coonsman Hahn 
and erected as Missouri's memorial 
near Cheppy, France, where ihe 
Thirty-fifth Division did heroic 
work in the Argonne campaign. 
The replica was smashed beyond 
repair. 

Apparently vibration caused by 
the constant traffic on the marble 
stairway loosened the screws hold- 
ing the heavy memorial tablet to 
the wall. The tablet, built of met- 
al and behind glass, is about six 
feet high and 30 feet long and 
bears the names of the St. Louis 
men who died in the World War. 
Its glass was smashed in the fall. 
but the tablet was not damaged. 

The statue, a figure of a2 woman 
with a laurel wreath held aloft, 
fel] from the landing on which it 
stood, toward the stairway leading 
to the rotunda. The upraised arm 
and the face were broken. 


The fall of the tablet and statte 
caused a loud crash which brought | 
city hall employes rushing from | 
their offices. Just a few minutes | 
before, several score of persons had | 
passed the landing on their way 
from a hearing in the Board of, 
Public Service hearing. 

The original of the 1..emorial 
statue was made and erected on a 
$25,000 State appropriation. It 
was the first State memorial to be 
erected in France, and Marshal 
Joffre participated in the dedica- 
tion ceremonies on Armistice day, 
19°22. Mrs. Hahn, the sculptor, now, 
resides in Agentina.

KSD ONLY STATION 
HEARD DOWNTOWN 


Expert Seeks Source of Myster- 
ious Disturbance Which 
Drowns Other Broadcasters. 


A “radio detective” has been as- 
sighed ‘by the Radio Trades Asso- 
ciation: to find the: source of a 
mysterious crackle like the drum- 
ming of a machine gun, which 
drowns out, in.the downtown dis- 
trict bounded by Fourteenth, Pine, 
Ninth and St. Charles streets, every 
radio station except KSD, the Post- 
Dispatch station. 

The noise began two weeks ago, 
quite suddenly, and the concerted 
efforts of the expert and half a 
dozen affected radio dealers, have 
failed to bring forth an explanation 
of the disturbance. 

The annoying bang-bang-bang of 
the mysterious disturber is loud 
enough to drown out the signals 
even of local stations, so that in 
the hours when KSD is off the air 
dealers are unable to bring in other 
stations to demonstrate their sets. 

Various explanations have been 
advanced for the cause, but so far 
none has been borne out. One man 
thought the new street lighting sys- 
tem might be responsible. Engi- 
neers said that that was impos- 
sible. Others thought that some 
new electrical machine in the vi- 
cinity might be causing the mis- 
chief. 

As a theory that was quite ten- 
able, but where is the machine? 
The “detective” would like to 
know. t is, of course, the common 
experience of the radio fan that 
electrical machines, X-rays, the 
apartment house elevator, the fre- 
frigerating plant in the basement, 
an oil burner, or the electric fan, 
cause a’ disturbance of his set. 

The racket is caused by radio 
emanations sent out by the device 
in question. Frequently the ema- 
nations cover several broadcasting 
bands so that they interfere with 
radio stations using them. 

As for the noise downtown, the 
experts said that the fact that KSD 
is excepted from its annoyance 
may be due to either or both of 
two facts. The first is that KSD, 
being closest to the noise, and 
above it, has enough local power 
to make its signals heard without 
its interference. The second is 


‘that the radio disturbance may not 


be “broadcasting” on a frequency 
low enough to affect the Post-Dis- 
patch station, which has the low- 
est frequency. or conversely, the 
iongest wave length of any station 
in the country. 


FEW HERE VIEW MOON'S 


ECLIPSE BECAUSE OF CLOUDS 


There was a total eclipse of the 
moon, visible from all parts of the 
country, early today, but over St. 
Louis clouds. were so heavy at that 
time that the few observers awake 
could mot see it, except from iso- 
lated vantage points. 

The eclipse began at 1:24 o’clogk., 
attained totality at 2:33 o'clock 
and ended at 4:39 o’elock. 

As usual, the image of the moon 
was blotted out slowly by the shad- 
ow of the earth, until, at the height 
of the phenomenon, for those who 
could watch, the moon Was com- 
pictely hidden.

NEW YORK, Noy. 27.—George | 
McManus, whose overcoat was 
founé in the hote] room in which 
Arnold Rothstein was fatally 
wounded, surrendered today after | 
police had sought him for three | 
weeks in vain, and was arraigned | 
this afternoon on an affidavit 
charging him with murder in the 
first degree. He pleaded not 
guilty and was held without bail 
for a hearing Friday. 

The first announcement that Mc-; 
Manus was in custody indicatel 
that detectives had picked him uf 
in a Bronx street but it developed 
that McManus had -arranced *

his lawyer. 


He was taken to the District, At- 
torney’s office where he was ques 
tioned by District Attorney Banton. 
On the advice of his counsel, James 
Murray, he refused to answer ques- 
tions. Banton then announced that 
he would arraign him before Gen- 
eral Session Judge Mancuso on the 
murder charge. 

Rothstein was shot in a room at 
the Park Central Hotel, to which 
he went on Novy. 4 after receiving a’ 
telephone invitation from some one 
who said ie was McManus. Mc- 
Manus long had been an intimate 
of the gambler, and the first police 
theory was that he had invited 
Rothstein to the hotel room in the 
role of peacemaker in an effort to 
settle differences arising out of a 
card game at which Rothstein 
gave I O Us for more than $300,- 
000, which he later refused to 
honor. 

When police first entered the 
hotel room after the shooting, they 
found an overcoat with McManus’ 
name in it, but when they went to 
his home they found he had disap- 
peared and they had sought him 
since in vain. 

James Murray. who appeared as 
counsel for McManus and advised 
him to answer no questions, said 
he had been retained yesterday. 

After the arraignment Murray 
issued a statement in which he 
said: “George McManus in no sense 
at any time was a fugitive. After 
the disclosure of Rothstein's pistol 
shot wound, he would have _ sur- 
rendered at once had he not been 
conscious of his innocence in the | 
act. His appearance before the | 
District Attorney this morning was 
on his own initiative.” 

Three perzons—one of them a 
woman — figured today in the 
grand jury investigation of the 
murder of Rothstein. 

Their identity is hidden under 
legal phraseology as “Jane Doe, 
John Doe and Richard P. Roe.” 

The first intimation that a wom- 
an was suspected of having had a 
hand in the killing of Rothstein 
was contained in a document filed 
late yesterday when the State asked 
the detention as material wit- 
nesses of five friends of the slain 
gambler. 

It was headed: “The People of 
the State of New York Against 
Jane Doe, John Doe and Richard 
Roe.” ™ ' 

“Yes, there is a woman {n the 
case and she is very important,”’ 
said District Attorney Banfon in 
explanation of “Jane Doe.” 

“I can’t discuss her now. T am 
not certain that we have enough 
evidence at this time to obtain an 
indictment against her.” 


Indictment Expected Friday. 

The District Attorney said the 
public would have to wait until the 
grand jury completes its investiga- 
tion, probably Friday, to learn 
definitely on whom the State has 
fixed suspicion in the search for 
the person who fired a bullet into 
Rothstein Nov. 4. 

The general belief had been that 
Ranton would ask the grand jury 
to indict McManus and would also 
seek the indictment of a profes- 
sional gunman. 

Four of the men held as material 
witnesses must furnish $190,000 
bail each to obtain their lLberty.

GAS BOMBS USED IN 


ROBBERY ON AUG. 8 


One Man Said to Have Re- 
fused to Give Back Share, 
and Three Others Made 
It Good.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Novy. 
Three of the four tear gas bomb 
robbers who took $20,000 from an 
armored car in a thrilling holdup 
at the city limits Aug. 8, have re- 
turned the whole amount to the 
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five surety companies which, aft-|! 


er the robbery, paid the loss to two 
banks of South St. Paul. 
No arrest has been made, and 


it is evident the robbers expected, 
by returning the money, to slow 
down the pursuit, which had been 
conducted by the local police and 
by the surety companies through 
private channels. 

The return of the money became 
known today, but the manner in 
which it got to the surety concerns 
has not been established. City de- 
tectives have heard that it was 
brought to St. Paul from Kansas 
City, Mo., by one of the men, who 
returned it with the comment that 
the heat of the police pursuit was 
too great for their comfort. 

Fourth Refused to Contribute. 

It is reported also that the 
money, which was “split. four 
ways” after the robbery, was made 
up by three of the men, the fourth 
refusing to pay back his share, 
about $5000. The others had to 
make up this amount themselves, 
and sOme police authorities believe 
a recent “Minnesota bank robbery 
had some connection with the need 
of these robbers for funds to make 
restitution. 

The banks to which the money 
was being carried, for packing 
plant payroll purposes, at the time 
of the robbery, were the Drovers’ 
State Bank and the Exchange 
State Bank. Their officers said to- 
day that they were not interested 
in the case, having received a full 
settlement from the surety com- 
panies. Two of the latter  con- 
cerns, the National Surety Co. and 
the Fidelity and Deposit 
Co., while admitting the money was 
returned, have refused to make 
any statement about the matter. 

At the law office of Sexton, Mor- 
daunt & Kennedy, who represented 
the surety companies, no_ state- 
ment was obtainable. 

Gas Thrown Into Car. 

The armored car, belonging to 
the Sweeney Detective Agency, was 
on its way to the two banks about 
9 a. m., Aug. 8 when a truck 
crashed into it. Two men, wearing 
gas masks, got off the truck and 
began tossing tear gas bombs into 
the car through the firing aper- 
tures. Seven men on guard inside, 
employes of the detective company 
and of the banks, piled out as the 
other two robbers got out of a 


sedan. The seven men were kept

Made Lambert Yacht Lose 
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Dr, Malvern B. Clopton Tells “Sad Story” of 


How a slight 
ocean 


strip of mid- 
“calm water”’—a sort of 
windless lake—took the starch out 
| of the sails of the yacht Atlantic, 


owned by Gerard B. Lambert, and 
caused it to lose its lead in the 
King Alfonso cup race last July, 
was told last night by Dr. Malvern 
Bb. Clopton, St. Louis surgeon, at 
a sportsmen'’s dinner at the Uni- 
versity Club. 

Dr. Clopton, yachting enthusi- 
ast and a passenger on the Atlantic 
in the recent stubbornly fought 
race, was only one of the speak- 
ers. The program provided by Dr. 
Borden S. Veeder, included a pot- 
| pourri of dissertations on sport 
|} ranging from yachting to grouse 
| hunting in Scotland. 
| “My story of the race of the At- 
;iantic is a sad one,” began Dr. 
Clopton, a brother-in-law of Lam- 
(bert. “But 1 think it’s worth tell- 
fing anyhow. We had _= splendid 
weather when we started from 
New York for Spain. We made 
good time, 120 miles the first day, 
112 the second. So did the Elena, 
owned by William B. Bell of New 
York, the boat that finally won. 


Neck and Neck 40 Hours. 


“The first 40 hours we were vir- 
tually neck and neck with the 
Elena. We would lead them for 
an hour, and then perhaps the 
Elena would pull ahead and lead 
us for an hour. Then we pulled 
ahead. We began to lead the 
Elena by many miles. We were 
able to keep that lead for six, 
seven, elght days. 

“About the thirteenth day of 
the race, when we were well in the 
lead, we hit some calm water. The 
Elena was a long way behind us 
on a line about 30 miles to the 
south. The. Guenevere, the boat 
‘that finished third, was to tke 
north of us, and also a good dis- 
tance behind. 


“The becalmed strip we were in 
did not stretch to the south or the 
north. 

“For a time, it was just as if 
we were tied down, while our two 
rivals kept rushing forward, cut- 
ting down our lead. Those two 
days. were disastrous. Our _ lead 
was entriely done away with. It 
brought the Elena again even with 
‘uk. but it was more southerly than 
we, and consequently in better 
striking distance for the harbor at 
Santander. When we neared the 
Spanish coast, they simply coasted 
in easily, and we were hard put 
to it, because of our northerly po- 
sition. We had to tack, circle, anc 
beat in, and they landed 18 hours 
ahead of us.” 

Race Over 3200 Miles. 


The yacht race was over a course 
of 3200 miles from Ambrose light 
ship, in New York harbor, to San- 
tander. The trophy was the cup 
offered by King Alphonso of 
Spain. The yacht Atlantic, length 
185 feet, is a veteran of. interna- 
tional yacht races and formerly 
was owned by Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
before being acquired by Gerard 
B. Lambert of New York, former- 
ily of St. Louis. 

Following Dr. Clopton’s address, 
motion pictures taken during the 
race were shown. They showed the 
Atlantic running with full _ sail, 
overhauling rival ship. Then 
crawling along in the intolerable 
“becalmed” strip.

Meanwhile, he advised the fourth 
man at the defendants’ table, Les- 
lie Simpson, to “meditate” on his 
plea of guilty of the Price murders, 
which he entered before Judge 
Hartwell more than a week ago. 
It is understood the Court has been 
informed. that Simpson pleaded 
guilty under the impression that he 
would obtain clemency. Judge 
Hartwell warned the prisoner that 
he had made no promises and that . 
he had better think over his plea 
before Dec. 17.

Bradford Merrill, until] 18 months 
ago general manager of the Hearst 
newspapers and one of the most 
widely known figures in American 
journalism, died here late yester. 
day of pneumonia. 
years old. 

Mr. Merrill] entered newspaper 
work 50 years ago and devoted his 
life to it almost without interrup- 
tion, rarely taking a vacation. 

He was born in Salisbury, N. B., 
Feb. 27, 1861, the son of Rev. Ho- 
'ratio Merrill and Sara B. Whit- 
‘man. He studied in Boston Latin 
|School and finished his educatten 
‘in Paris, where he gave some at- 
itention to art. 

In 1879 he went to Philadelphia 
as a reporter on the North Ameri- 
can. In a year he was telegraph 
editor. In another year he was in 
charge of the Sunday newspaper 
and drama as well. 

Hired Richard Harding Davis. 

Between 1886 and 1891 he was 
‘managing editor of the Philadel- 
|phia Press. He gathered a staff of 


|reporters around him who later 
| becarte nationally famous. Rich- 
ard Harding Davis was one. A tale 


is told of a meeting one day be- 
tween Mr. Merrill, Daniel Froh- 
man and William Gillette, all in 
their twenties. Gillette pro- 
claimed his ambition to be a star. 
Frohman wished for a theater in 
which the star might act. 

Only Mr. Merrill was’ without 
‘theatrical ambition. He said that 


to manage a great number of 
newspapers from one office. Every 


ambition was filled among the 
three. 
Mr. Merrill’s success in Phila- 


delphia attracted attention to 
Park Row, and in 1891 he came to 
the New York Press as managing 
editor. He served until 1901. The

Once he gave a 
luncheon at which Mayor Strong. 
Murray Crane and Roosevelt were 
his guests. He introduced Roose- 
velt to the Mayor and soon after 
Roosevelt was appointed Police 
Commissioner. Later he urged 
Hughes, then little known, as coun- 
se] for the Gas Investigation Com- 
mittee, and he proved so effective 
that he was chosen counsel for 
the Insurance Investigation Com.- 
mittee. The rest is history. 

In June, 1922, Mr. Merrill was 
stricken with hardening of the 
arteries and suffering from an at- 
tack somewhat in the nature of a 
stroke. He went abroad for treat- 
‘ment under Vienna specialists and 
' returned to convalescence at home. 
He lost the power of speech and 
the use of his right hand, but 
maintained his mental faculties 
and was able to understand and 
follow conversation. 

In 1882 he married Sarah Lou- 
ise Taylor of Georgetown, D. C. 
Three children were born, one son 
and two daughters. Tragedy came 
to him in 1913, when within eight 
months his wife, his only son, 
Bradford, and his oldest daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth, died. Only one 
daughter, Dorothy Susan, now Mrs. 
Aaron Davis of Great Neck, L. l., 
survives. 

In 1922 Mr. Merrill married Mrs. 
Josephine H. Bissell, 
Maj. Joseph Bissell, who was head 
of the consulting staffs of Belle- 
vue and St. Vincent's hospitals and 
died when organizing a base hos- 
pital in the war.

A GREAT YEAR FOR THE RIVERS. 

The annual convention of the Mississippi Valley 
Association which is being held in St. Louis the first 
two days of this week is to some degree a jubilee 


ner year in the river revival. 

Not the least item of this good fortune was the 
election of Mr. Hoover to the presidency. The peo 
ple of the United’States were not primarily electing 
a President for the benefit of the Mississippi and its 
tributaries, but since they did elect Mr. Hoover the 
river workers are very glad to avail themselves of bis 
powerful friendship. Mr. Hoover has been for some 
years, in the words of Congressman Dennison, the 
“white hope” of the river revival. His wisdom of 
what can be done if the United States will do it has 
surpassed the utmost dreams of the river people 
themselves. He told the Mississippi Valley Asso- 
ciation when it met in St. Louis two years ago that 
restoring the Mississippi and its tributaries to com- 
merce is not only practicable but essentially nueces- 
sary to the commercial growth of the nation. It 
would be a much different thing to have a Mr. Taft, 
or even a Mr. Coolidge, in the White House. Mr. 
Coolidge has not been without sympathy for the river 
movement, but he is at times somewhat difficult. His 
particular objection to the Government in the barge 
business, an initial necessity which every river work- 
er understands quite well, has been ominops enough. 
With Mr..Hoover the White House is placed solidly 
upon the side of the rivers, and the convention now 
being held in St. Louis reflects the heartening ef- 
fect of that alliance. | 

The year hes also brought other good fortune. 
Secretary of War Davis, in whose department both 
the Government Barge Line and the flood control 
work are lodged, says it has been the banner year 
for the rivers. The barge line, for one thing, showed 
immense growth. From an annual deficit that 
reached $1,000,000 in 1920, and was as high as $759,- 
861.68 as recently as 1924, the operation on the lower 
river shows a net of $450,000 for the first nine 
months of this year. On the Upper Mississippi, 
where the extension began feebly in 1927, there has 
been this year an increfise in business of 500 per 
cent. Additionally, the Dennison bill, which ap- 
propriated $10,000,000 for new equipment on the Mis- 
sissippi, became a law during the year. 

For the first time, too, it was within this year 
that Congress laid its hand to the enormous prob- 
lem of preventing disastrous floods in the watershed 
of the Mississippl. As much as $25,000,000, possibly 
$35, 000,000, is to be available annually over a period 
of years in-the work of flood prevention. It is a 
problem so inseparable from navigation of the rivers, 
and maintaining in them the nine-foot channel for 
which the Mississippi Valley Association stands on 
all the principal waterways of the system, that the 
people who are interested in the rivers commercially 
welcome fldod relief, in addition to its humane ‘as- 
pects, as a giant ally. 

The dominant note of the convention this week is 
exactly that which carried the recent road bond elec- 
The river people want to improve 
They do not want either commer- 


going to dawdle for 20 years. It was by dawdling, as 
Senator Reed of Missouri told the convention last 


night, that the rivers were permitted to swallow up so 
many millions of dollars in that distressing period be- 
fore the World War put the Government Barge Line

SKIP-STOPS IN DETROIT. 


The skip-stop, which has saved six minutes in thé 
running time of street cars on Olive street between 
Twelfth and Grand boulevards, has given Detroit 
veritable rapid transit on some: of her wide streets. 
On East Jefferson avenue, for instance, only ex- 
press cars run. This street is 150 feet wide, and 
runs through the business section. The street car 
stops are six and eight ‘blocks apart. Busses pick 
up the local traffic. The street cars are therefore 
able to make 20 and even 30 miles an hour over a 
distance of 10 miles, an mmunense convenience to the 
community. 
It is, of course, a make-shift adopted by Detroit 
while she is planning subways, but it is one which 
other cities may find helpful. On such a thorough- 
fare as Olive street the grade crossings which Mr. 
Kelker, our new traffic engineer, says all cross 
streets become, are hardly that in a 100-foot street.

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DOG RACING’S FAREWELL. 

With the issuance of a permanent injunction 
against the North Kansas City Kennel Club, Mis- 
souri’s short and vivid experience with dog racing 
has come to ag end.

One dog racing plant here and 
another at Kansas City, carefully and scrupulously 
managed, might have survived. Instead, swarms of 
dog tracks appeared almost overnight as promoters 
rushed in to clean up on the “good thing.”

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AMERICAN SLANG. 

The English were given an excellent and accurate 
exhibition of American slang when the play, “Is 
Zat So?” was performed in London.

IN A PIANO RECITAL 


St. Louis Pianist Presents Pro- 
gram Pro-Gallic in Its 
Flavor.

1000 deaths in Illinois last year, 
giving e State its worst mortality 
record from alcoholism, Dr. Isaac 
D. Rawlings, State Director of 
Public Health, declared yesterday. 
A total of 409 deaths were 
charged directly to drinking of 
such poisons, while 731 died from | 
cirrhosis of the liver, brought on | 
by drinking. This total far ex- 
ceeds, Dr. Rawlings pointed out, 
the death toll from overindalgence 
during the days of the wide-open 


How many of the 1722 persons 
killed during the year in automo- 
bile tragedies can be chalked up to 
the ghastly record of poison rum 
can only be surmised, Dr. Rawlings 
remarked. The thrifty bootlegger 
now is laying §n a goodly stock of 
booze for the holiday trade, it was 
stated. 

“Paying for health work out of 
one p*:ket and buying poisonous 
rum out of the other is the sorry 
economic practice disclosed by sta- 
tistics,” Dr. Rawlings said. “‘These 
statistics show that drinking of li- 
quor killed more people in Illinois 
last year than typhoid fever, scar- 
let fever, smallpox, sr eningitis, 
measles and infantile paralysis 
combined. 

“Alcoholism was credited with 
409 deaths last year, a figure high- 
er than that forany previous year. 
Cirrhosis of the liver, a condition 
frequently brought on by drinking 
alcohol, caused 731 deaths. This 
likewise was a high mark for the 
State. In the light of these facts 
the thirsty made decide for them- 
selves what kind of stuff the beer 
peddlers are offering. 

“Automobile accidents figured 
in 1722 deaths in the State last 
year, while no accurate informa- 
tion is available on that particular 
point there is evidence enough to 
warrant the statement that intoxi- 
cation was responsible for more 
than an insignificant percentage 
of them. 

“The 1140 deaths last year from 
alcoholism and cirrhosis of the 
liver combined were 56 per cent 
higher than the 731 registered in 
1919, the first year after prohfbi- 
tion, and higher than that for any 
other year on record. Tre reopen- 
ing of old Keeley institutes, dor- 
mant for many years, is another 
sign that even the inebriate recog- 
nizes the Sanger hidden behind the 
| spar kle of the bootlegger’s wealth.”

Deputy Melchor Ortega said 
Ambassador Morrow had won the 
sympathy of the country for his 
splendid work. He added: “I 
hope Hoover visits Mexico and all 
American éxecutives do likewise 
because a real understanding would 
be reached.” 

Deputy Marte Gomez, whose 
mentioned as a4 
possible secretary of the treasury 
when Emilio Portes Gil becomes 
president Friday, said 
Hoover had the “right to come to 
Mexico and be received with open 
arms and greeted without suspi- 
cion.” 

Today's press gave prominent 
display to accounts of the turmoii 
in the Chamber of Deputies.
